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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are already addressed 
in the final office action mailed on 12/31/08. The applicant argues on page 6 of the request for reconsideration that cited art does not teach 
the limitation "the content recorded on the recording medium includes one or more of the following: audiovisual content, identification 
information for identifying the audiovisual content, universal resource locator (URL) information for indicating a location of a server from 
which related content which relates to the audiovisual content is downloaded, and data for use in downloading the related content, wherein 
the device automatically requests the data and the data facilities establishing a connection between the server and the device". The 
applicant is reminded to refer to page 3 of the final office action for addressing the issue. Specifically, paragraphs 01 09 and 01 1 1 teaches 
that CD information contains audiovisual content, identification information, and URL for a server with additional content. A CD or DVD can 
be inserted in the terminal, and provides audiovisual information, and is in communication with the CD information server that is able to 
contact additional servers identified in the URL for additional information. Applicant then goes on to argue in page 8 of the request for 
reconsideration that the cited art does not teach connect with the server using the URL information to download related content from the 
server. The examiner wishes to state that Ortega does teach such connecting with the server and downloading of related information, since 
a URL is utilized to find a server and download additional data (paragraphs 0117, 0122, 0318), which is disclosed in page 4 of the final 
office action. The applicant's argument set forth in page 8 of the request for reconsideration defines the related content, whereas the 
examiner interprets related content to be data related to the inserted media in terminal downloaded from the server. 
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
